Senator Gardner 
laid last night, when

returned 
from St. Paul to spend the week end 
In Brainerd w ith his parents.

Senator Gardner commented on the 
interest people were taking in m at­ 
ters concerning taxation and he said 


the conference should make some rec­ 
ommendations worth while to the leg­ 
islature.

Tw o Hundred Tons of Explosives Are 


Set Off 
by F ire— Causes 
Panic 1 


Northern 
New 
Jersey— Tw o 
Men 


Are Missing. 


New York, Jan. 13.— Four hundred 
thousand pounds of 
powder was de 
stroyed by fire and explosion at the 
Haskell, N. J., plant of the Du Font 
Powder company at 9:30 p. rn. 
Officials of the company declared, 
after cheeking up the mem bers of tho 
night shift at the works that only 
two men were missing. 
Twelve oth-' 
♦th were cut by flying debris, but 
none of th e m was seriously hurt. 
No 
estimate of tile loss was obtainable. 
Following so closely upon the heels 
of the destruction of the Kingsland 
plant of the Canadian Car and Foun­ 
dry company, the explosion threw all 
N orthern New Jersey Into a panic. 
Th** sky was crimsoned by the con­ 
flagration and the flames were plainly 
visible as far away as Yonkers. 
There were two distinct explosions, 
the force of which was terrific. Build­ 
ings were shaken and windows shat 
tered far out on Long Island and up 
the 
Hudson 
river to 
Poughkeepsie. 
The blasts were heard as far away as 
Pittsfield, Mass. 
The first explosion was In w h at is 
known as the “glazing barrel.” 
Tile 
fire which resulted spread quickly to 
tho blending house and from thoro to 
thro** magazines. 
One of the m aga­ 
zines blew up, but tile powder in the 
oth ers was consumed by the flames. 


Flames Leap Across River. 


The blazing magazines set lire to 
the screening house, from which the 
flames leaped across Wanaqutt river 
and consumed th ree drying houses on 
the other side. 
At this point Hie fire 
was checked bv the efforts of the com­ 
pany's employes. 
Oth er buildings in 
the 
plant 
and 
many in the village, which was built 
In a 
sem icircle 
around th*- 
works. 
were shattered 
by the 
force of th** 
concussion, which was by far the most 
s*\e re ever experienced at Haskell. 
No estim ate was available of the 
num ber of men at work when the dis 
aster occurred, but as noon as t Dr* t e r ­ 
ror caused bv the explosions bad sub­ 
sided somewhat 
the com pany’s oflb 
d a i s began rounding up their men tc 
(•heck up th** casualties. 
It is feared 
that two who were employed in the 
“glazing barrel” lost their lives. 
lie-cue 
parties 
were quickly 
or 
ganized to search for the Injured and 
as soon as they were found th**y were 
taken to the company's private hos­ 
pital. 
The shock of tile explosion was :o 
great that many persons in New York. 
Brooklyn and New Jersey cities twon 
tv reties from Haskell believed there 
had benn an earthquake.

Tip* Turkish announcement occurs 
hi ii statem ent on the Caucasus front 
operations as follows: 
"We opened a surprise fire against 
hostile ships in Port Meys tan island 
in the 
Mediterranean off the Asiu 
Minor mainland and cast of Rhodes*. 
We destroyed by a direct hit a Brit­ 
ish cruiser of tie* Juno type. 
"The cruiser had no time to open 
fire. 
The wreck of the cruiser is still 
burning. 
"A torpedo boat escaped after one 
of lier masts had been broken by our 
fire, while a patrol boat of unknown 
nationality received a direct bit.
